Now, 
if these pupils could be put under 


a thoroughly competent teacher, in some 
one of the unoccupied school rooms of the 
city, their want, and tlie want of their par- 
ents might be met; and the High School 
would be so relieved that justice could be 
done to Ihe remaining pupils. 


To such pupils as cannot, or will not be 


persuaded to remain in the High School 
more than a year or two, a school of this 
kind would be a great benefit. Instead of 
getting a slight smattering of a great many 
things, and but little real practical knowl- 
edge of any, and at tbe same time, forget- 
ting much that tbey had partially learned, 
they might extend their knowledge of 
Arithmetic, Book Keeping, Chemistry, 
Physiology and Hif tory, render more prac- 
tical their Grammar and Rhetoric by fre- 
quent compositions and declamations, and 
acquire sufficient knowledge of Philosophy 
to awaken thought that would prompt fu- 
ture effort, together with some skill in Free 
Hand and Geometrical Drawing, and* De- 
signing, which U so mnch needed in prac-
